by Sheriff Cheries Radcliff led to 
the identification, the FBI having 
a record of Finch when he served 
two term s in the Indiana state 
prison farm for crimes the nature 
of which local authorities did not 
learn.

The m urder suspect ha* been in 
Pickaway county jail since April 
30 when he w as arrested in Zanes­ 
ville, w’hen working for pipeline 
contractors, on a charge of aban­ 
doning an expectant mother. Sher­ 
iff Radcliff said Indiana officers 
told him th at Finch 
had 
been 
m arried three times in that state 
without divorcing any of hia wives. 
Two non-support complaints are 
on file against him there. 
He has 
four children in Indiana, three In 
a children’s home. 
Sheriff Radcliff said that Finch 
told Connersville authorities “he 
did not remember” 
when asked 
about the killing. 
Radcliff said 
that Finch said to him in the hall 
of the county jail Thursday eve­ 
ning: 
‘‘Why should I adm it it? 
I’ll get the chair anyway.” 
Indiana authorities 
coming to 
Circleville to return the suspect 
included Garfield Rogers, prose­ 
cuting attorney of Fayette coun­ 
ty, Indiana: Russell Coons, detec­ 
tive, and Elm er Hollenbech, state 
1 police sergeant. 
Employer Murdered 
Hollenbeck said that Finch had 
worked for the aged farm er from 
time to time and th at he disap­ 
peared the day the farm er wEls 
found beaten to death in his home 
a t the outskirts of Connersville, 
a city of about 13,000 southwest 
of Richmond. 
A heavy railroad 
bolt was used to kill Schoenfield. 
, 
The police sergeant said Schoen­ 
field was known to have carried 
a large am ount of money with 
him at all times. He owned prop­ 
erty and had collected rents the 
day he was killed.

Hollenbech told Sheriff Radcliff 
th a t Finch’s m other who still lives 
near Connersville said that he had 
no money the day he was last

WASHINGTON, June l l — The 
treasury departm ent moved with 
top speed today to put into effect 
the 20 percent payroll withholding 
tax authorized by President Roose­ 
velt’s signature of the pay-as-you- 
go federal income tax bill. 
Placing 44,000,000 American in­ 
come tax payers on a current col­ 
lection basis for the first tim e in 
history, the bill calls for imposi­ 
tion of the 20 percent wage and 
salary withholding levy beginning 
July I. 
Bonuses and commissions 
also are covered by the law. 
Already on their way to employ­ 
ers are 200,000,000 employe ex­ 
emption certificates, the signing 
of which will constitute the first 
m ajor step in moving the nation 
over from its traditional policy of

W ith a party of officials tour- 
ing logging camps in this area, 
Fraser said the attack was ex­ 
pected to be centered on heavy 
timber stands which were the ob­ 
ject of bombings last year. 
At that time what were be­ 
lieved to be submarine-based Jap ­ 
anese planes dropped fire bomba 
on Oregon timber near the coast. 
It also was revealed th at balloon- 
borne incendiary bombs, timed to 
explode at marked intervals, were 
floated in from enemy craft off 
the coast. 
Damage on those oc­ 
casions. however, 
negligible. 
This Summer’s raids will be 
accompanied by air strafm gs of 
im portant control centers to cover 
movements of saboteurs, who are

PROPER CUTTING of early 
cabbage in the Victory garden 
will result in providing a supply 
of salad greens as an aftermath. 
Early cabbage does not keep after 
being cut, as does the late variety, 
therefore it should not be cut be­ 
fore it is to be used. To assure 
the later production of salad 
greens do not pull up the whole 
early cabbage plant, merely cut 
off the head, leaving a good piece 
of the stalk remaining. 
The cabbage stalk will produce 
many new little growths, as illus­ 
trated in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph, and these can be used 
for salad greens. These tiny cab­ 
bage heads will be found to be 
tender and tasty and can also be 
used in much the same way as 
brussels sprouts. 


Cabbage is subject to club root, 
especially if grown on the same 
soil area, year after year. Because 
of this a new section of the gar­ 
den should be given over to cab­ 
bage each year. A four-year rota­ 
tion plan is practical in many 
gardens. 
If it is necessary to continue 
planting cabbages on the same 
area, lime the soli heavily. Use IO 
pounds of hydrated lime to IOO 
square feet of soil and rake It in 
i m m e d i a t e l y before planting. 
Wood ashes are also beneficial. 
Club root is a disease caused 
by a soil parasite which results 
in the roots of infected cabbages 
becoming deformed, as illustrated, 
with great swollen masses which 
soon decay. The first signs of the 
attack of the disease is wilting of 
the young plants.

This 
has to do with consumers who 
need more processed foods because 
of illness. 
Any consumer whose health re­ 
quires that he have more processed 
foods than he can get with his 
present war ration book No. 2 may 
apply for additional points. The 1 
application must be made on OPA 
form R-15 by the consumer him­ 
self, or by someone acting for him. 
either in person or by mail. The 
application can be made to the I 
board only for the place where ti e 
consumer lives himself, submit- ; 
ting with the application a written 
statem ent from a licensed phy- ; 
sician or surgeon showing why he I 
must have more processed foods 
and why he cannot use unrationed 
foods instead. 
The hoard, after it decides that 
the application is bona fido and 
proper and the applicant’s h< :»:*h 
depends on using processed foods 
exceeding the amount his ration 
book allows, can issue to the appli­ 
cant the number of points neces­ 
sary to get the additional foods he 
needs.

This loosening of restrictions 
will help many invalids or semi- 
invalids, particularly those with 
digestive disturbances — ulcer of 
th* stomach or duodenum, acid 
dyspepsia, some eaten of gall­ 
stones and those with forms of in­ 
testinal indigestion. 
For these, 
processed, pureed and soft foods 
are necessary and it is only proper 
and fair that restrictions on their 
ability to obtain such foods should 
be lifted. 
Thanks to the efforts of the 
Committee on Food Rationing of 
the New York Diabetes Associa­ 
tion, invalid* with diabetes are 
also receiving special considera­ 
tion. Suggestions to diabetics are 
as follows: 
Voluntary surrendering of sug­ 
ar ration cards should be the first 


st - r> towards the registration of 
diabetics; in place of sugar ra- 
t ans, the diabetic patient should 
receive extxa ration cards for pro­ 
tein foods, especially meat, milk 
and butter, and fresh or canned 
vegetables and fruits. 


Providing Fresh Vegetables 
Difficult 
The im portant problem is to pro­ 
vide sufficient fresh and canned 
fruits and vegetables—especially 
green vegetables to provide suf­ 
ficient bulk — to compensate for 
the concentrated foods usually 
predominating in the diet of the 
diabetic. It is doubtful whether 
there exists in the diabetic a need 
for cream above that of the gen­ 
eral population; hence, if sufficient 
I. is available, it will be un­ 
necessary to make special provi­ 
sion for cream. Oleomargarine 
and other fats may replace butter 
to the same extent advocated for 
normal individuals. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P. I. M.i—Please comment on a 
statem ent I saw recently in the 
paper; that it is unhealthful to 
have plants in the sick room. 
Answer: I know of no special 
reason that plants are unhealthful 
in the sick room except in the case 
of certain plants, such as prim ­ 
rose, to which many people are 
sensitive* “o much so that they 
produce allergic reactions. Plants 
are certainly good for the psychol­ 
ogy of a convalescent patient and 
they take one side of Die respira­ 
tory cycle of nature which states 
that animala breathe out carbon 
dioxide und use oxygen and that 
plants breathe out oxygen and 
plants and animals go together.

very highest ideals of life and 
was capable of setting them d6wn 
so that all might read and benefit. 
“According as His divine power 
hath given unto ua all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of Him 
that hath called us to glory and 
virtue:” 
Given AII Needful Things 
Do we stop and think often 
enough of the fact that here on 
earth we have been given all the 
things that we need for abundant 
life, and that ‘ pertain unto life 
and godliness?” 
We live in a beautiful world, 
filled with good things for all. and 
if we would only live in brotherly 
love and peace all could have 
enough to live in happinesa all 
their days But man refuaes to fol­ 
low the pattern set by Jesus, or to 
follow the better promptings of his 
nature. And so we have poverty 
and want, wars and unspeakable 
horrors. 
We are given "exceeding great 
and precious promises.” Wily can­ 
not we. by all diligence, “add to 
our faith virtue, and to virtue 
knowledge, and to knowledge tem­ 
perance. and to temperance pa­ 
tience. and to patience godliness; 


and to godliness brotherly kind­ 
ness; and to brotherly kindness 
charity (love)? 
“For if these things be in you, 
and abound, they make you that 
ye shall neither be barren nor un­ 
fruitful in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 
If we. with these early Chris­ 
tians,

What are you most interested in. 
school, sports, clothes, music, art? 
All of these are good. But what 
about your soul? Don’t forget 
that it, too. needs attention. It 
needs to be fed and clothed with 
the very best of spiritual food and 
clothing. By constantly striving to 
nourish our souls on high ideals 
of thought and conduct, and per­ 
severing in the same, we will be 
worthy to follow in Christ’* steps. 
He who pays attention only to 
the things of this world, his owm 
selfish pleasure and well-being is 
blind, as Peter said. 
“But he that lacketh these 
things is blind, and cannot sec 
afar off. and hath forgotten that 
he was purged from his old ains.” 
Peter was a changed man after 
he left his nets and harkened to 
Jesus' "Follow Me.” It took time 
and patience to change him to the 
man he was when he wrote the 
gospel from which w-e quote in to­ 
day’s lesson. He must have tried 
the Lord very much at timw, but 
Jesus had patience with him and 
faith that he would grow in vir­ 
tue — as he did. We must have 
faith in ourselves and in the Mas­ 
ter whom we strive to follow, un­ 
til we. too. grow' Christlike and go 
to hear His call.

said 
Friday that he had made arrange­ 
ments for the Jackson youth to 
be sent there for a complete ex­ 
amination. His decision was an­ 
nounced at the conclusion of a 
two-day hearing in which children 
who were swimming or wading in 
the Scioto river at the same time 
that the Jones girl was drowned 
gave 
testimony. It was 
charged 
that young Jackson, who has been 
before the court and before police 
investigators several times, drag­ 
ged the girl from shallow water 
into the swift current, letting her 
go to her death. 
"In the hearing,” Judge Weldon 
said, "I failed to find any testi­ 
mony that would warrant severe 
charges, such as manslaughter be­ 
ing put against the youth.

Many Circleville and Pickaway
